Large It Has Become Merely a 
Row of Figures. 


W ashington, Aug. 
29.—T hat 
corn, 
with a crop value for 1909 of $1,720,- 
000,000, is King, and that cotton, with 
a crop value for 1909 of $850,000,000, 
is second in rank, and wheat at $725,- 
000,000 is a close third, is announced 
in the forthcoming annual 
yearbook 
of Secretary Wilson of 
the 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, extracts of which 
report has been made public. 
Another feature of the 
report 
is 
Secretary W ilson’s 
investigation 
of 
the advance, in the cost of meats, and 
in this connection he finds that the 
cattle raiser has not received his share 
of the advance. 
Speaking generally of J he 
agricul­ 
tural prosperity, 
Secretary 
Wilson 
sa id : 


“.Most prosperous of the 
years is 
the place to which 1909 is entitled in 
agriculture. 
T he 
yield 
has 
been 
bountiful with m ost crops and prices 
have been 
higher. 
Advantageously 
situated as he is in 
m ost 
respects, 
the fan n er is less and less generally 
compelled to dump his crops 
on the 
m arket at time of harvest. 
“He does not need to work for his 
board and clothes, as he often did in 
former times, when prices were so low’ 
as to be unprofitable. 
"Th© value of tho farm products is 
so incom prehenaively large 
th a t 
it 
has become m erely a row of figures. 
For this year it is $7,$00,000,000; the 
gain this year over the preceding one 
is $869,000,000. 


“Ten year* ago the value 
of 
the 
products of the farm was only 5 1-2 
tim es the mere gain of this year over 
1908; it was little more than one-half 
of the total value of this 
year. 
The 
value of the 
products 
has 
nearly 
doubled in ten years. 


“Eleven years of agriculture, begin­

“I desire to inform Your Excellency 
that N icaragua is willing and eager 
to m ake the

restitution for 
the unfortunate killing of your eiti- 
us. Cannon and Grove, and for oth­ 
er atrocities com m itted by my prede­ 
cessors.

trad e rs at once began to swell the 
3ate months, forcing a m oderate de­ 
cline. 
August shortly before noon de­ 
clined to 18.2c, and prices were irreg­ 
ular, but the trade kept active.

lower, 
although rallies occurred, due to a lit­ 
tle outside buying on the dry w eather 
in Texas. 
It was taken for granted that the

Chicago whereby the parents of each 
child are given upon the birth of the 
little one a pam phlet telling of the 
best methods of treatm ent of child­ 
ren, the best diets, where the natural 
food supply fails, the best m ethods of 
sanitation, etc. 
El 
Paso 
in 
this 
State has adopted a procedure for the 
protection of infants. 
“ Typhoid fever is steadily increas­ 
ing in volume as the sum m er 
days 
advance,” 
declares the bulletin in a 
plaintive tone, as it appeals to 
the 
people to prevent soil pollution. 
F or the quarter pneumonia 
leads 
the list, with 1,119 deaths, and 
tu ­ 
berculosis second, with 12.11 per cent. 
Deaths from diarrhea 
and 
entaritis 
under 2 years of age rank third for 
the quarter, with 542 deaths, a per­ 
centage of 7.03 of the total 
deaths. 
The quarterly report for the previous 
q uarter 
showed 
only 
seventy-one 
deaths from this cause, and the 
in­ 
crease from the com plaint is very no­ 
ticeable. 
The percentage 
of 
total 
deaths from other prevalent causes 
is as follows: 
Other diseases of 
the 
digestive 
system 7 per cent, old age 6.13, dis­ 
eases of infancy 5.21, organic heart 
disease 5.74, external causes, not sui­ 
cidal. 5.60; B right’s disease 2.74, can­ 
cer 2.02, etc. 
'I he doctors, in their article on the 
treatm ent of a case of pellagra by 
the transfusion method, declare th at 
it 
has 
been 
entirely 
successful. 
t hey claim th a t a woman who had 
been weak, unable to retain anything 
on her stomach, and who was brought 
to the hospital on 
a 
stretcher, was 
able to leave in four days after she 
received the treatm ent, and th a t she. 
was able to 
w alk 
to her 
carriage 
when she left. 
The doctors give a complete 
his­ 
tory of the dread disease and figure 
th at there are 300 cases of pellagra 
in Texas, their estim ate being based 
upon an annual death rate 
of 
150. 
They declare that, the disease is most 
prevalent. 
In 
the 
A tlantic 
Coast 
States, particularly 
tho 
Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida, but that Texas 
is carrying her share of the burden. 
T he "buffalo g n at” is declared 
by 
some to be a medium of infection for 
the disease. 
The Italians 
are 
sup­ 
posed to have brought the disease to 
America and infected the gnats, which 
are In turn spreading 
the 
disease 
further. 


'The quarterly vital 
statistics 
re­ 
port shows twenty-three deaths from 
smallpox in three months and forty- 
three 
deaths 
from 
diptheria 
and 
croup. 
The bulletin says that this 
rate of death from these diseases is 
too high and is deplorable.

ROOSEVELT FLAYS CORRUPT 
CORPORATIONS AND CITIZENS 


in Lively Speech at Kansas 
City He Insists 


Honesty Is a National Necessity and Not 


a Party Matter—-Senator Bristow Is Warmly 
Commended. 


K ansas City, Mo., Sept. 
I.—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt spent the after­ 
noon and evening here today as the 
guest of the Commercial club. 
After 
a luncheon at which his fellow guests 
were Governors Haa.ey and Stubbs, 
Gen. Fred Funston and the senators 
from Missouri and Kansas, he made a 
characteristic speech in which he said 
nice things about Senator 
Bristow 
and things not nice about dishonest 
corporations and individuals. 
What Mr. Roosevelt Said. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s train arrived Just 
after noon and he was escorted by 
the 
reception 
com m ittee 
and 
the 
Thirteenth regim ent to the Hotel Bal­ 
timore, 
w here 
the 
luncheon 
was 
served. 
In his address Col. 
Roose­ 
velt said: 
There 
are 
certain 
m atters 
which 
should never he treated as party m a t ­ 
ters: and foremost aroon*? these is the 
great and vital virtue of honesty. H o n ­ 
e s t should be treated as a prime n e ­ 
cessity to our success as a nation. The 
minute that a question of honesty as 
ag ain st dishonesty is involved, then we 
must all act losrether 
as 
Amercans. 
w ithout the slightest regard to party 
affiliations. 
H onesty is not a 
party 
m atter; and the first man to attack a 
.scoundrel of any party should be the 
honest men of that party. 
When in 
office. 
I always 
proceeded 
upon the 
theory that there would 
be 
no 
need 
of my opponents raising the cry of 
‘‘Turn 
the 
rascals 
out,” 
because 
I 
would turn them out myself just as 
soon as, by vigilant and intelligent in­ 
dustry, 
I could discover them. 
The 
present Senator Bristow, for instance, 
was 
in 
the 
Post-Office 
Department 
when In formation reached me which 
convinced me th a t there was extensive 
rascality being practiced in the d e p a rt­ 
ment. 
This information came to me 
through the then F irst Assistant P o s t­ 
master-General. Mr. W ynne—an a d m ir­ 
able man whose honesty I knew to be 
beyond proof. 
The active work of the 
investigation 
was 
done 
by 
another 
post-office 
official 
In 
whose honesty, 
courage, and energy I had absolute 
confidence—the present Senator Bris­ 
tow. 
When he got through I knew 
that all the rascals whose rascality 
could be detected were out of odic-* and 
th a t all of them th at had committed 
acts which we could proceed a gain st as 
criminal were Indicted 
or 
Imprisoned. 
As we dealt with the crooked public 
official, so we dealt with the crooked 
private citizen; with the rich swindler 
in New York or Chicago as with the 
horse-thief or homicide in Indian T e r ­ 
ritory. 
We never attacked a man be­ 
cause he was a man of one political 
faith or another, because he did or did 
not 
possess 
wealth; 
and 
we 
never 
shielded him because he was poor or 
rich, because he belonged to any p a r ­ 
ticular church 
or to any particular 
party. 
But I also wish you especially 
to remember th«t 
we never 
hesitated 
to shield him and stand up for him 
once we were convinced th a t he was 
Improperly 
attacked. 
There 
Is 
no 
greater foe of honesty than the man 
who, for any reason. In any capacity, 
attacks, or seeks to attack, an honest 
man for a crime which he has not com­ 
mitted. 
Falsely accusing an 
honest 
man of dishonesty is an act which 
stands on the same level of infamy 
with th at of the dishonest man h im ­ 
self; and it is no higher duty to attack 
the dishonest man than it is to exoner­ 
ate the honest man falsely accused; 
and I should be ashamed to hesitate 
the fraction of a second longer in one 
case than in the other 
Honesty Is Not Unilateral. 
Remember that honesty cannot be 
unilateral. 
Good citizens should cor­ 
dially distrust the man who can never 
see dishonesty excepting in men of the 
class he dislikes. 
The reckless a g i ­ 
tator who invariably singles out men 
of wealth as fu rnishing the only ex­ 
amples of dishonesty; and the equally 
unscrupulous— but no more u nscrupu­ 
lous-reactionary 
who can see dishon­ 
esty only in a blackmailing politician 
or a crooked labor leader; both stand 
on the same plane of obnoxiousness. 
You will never get honesty from poli­ 
ticians until you exact honesty from 
business men; on the other hand, you 
brand yourselves as fools or as hypo­ 
crites lf you say that the corporation 
owner, or the employer, is always the 
dishonest 
man, 
and 
the 
poor 
man 
never, 
th at 
it 
is 
only 
the 
wealthy 
man who ^corrupts the politician and 
never the politician 
who blackmails 
the corporation. 
Any man in his senses knows th a t 
there are plenty of corporations in this 
country who prosper by bribing legis­ 
latures Just as they prosper by sw in ­ 
dling the public; and any man In his 
senses ought to know, in addition, that 
there are plenty of corrupt men of 
small 
means 
who, 
In legislative 
or 
other bodies, try to blackmail corpora­ 
tions—and try to blackmail other peo­ 
ple as well. 
If they doubt this, let 
them look at the revelations of cor­ 
ruption in my own state—New York— 
and in yours, 
my 
h earers—here in 
Missouri; let them look at what has 
occurred in California and w h a t has 
occurred in Illinois. 
In Illinois, for in­ 
stance, one of the rascalities developed 
by the recent investigation was "the 
existence of a combination of legisla­ 
tors who blackmailed fishermen along 
a certain river, forcing them to pay to 
prevent legislation which would have 
Interfered with their business. 
No Distinction of Class. 
Now. scoundrels who do these kinds 
of things are, of course, the very men 
who, on the one hand, will blackmail 
a corporation, if they get a chance, 
and, on the other hand, will cheerfully, 
if the chance occurs, sell themselves to 
that corporation against the interests 
of the public. 
Their corruption is no 


more due to the action of the corpora­ 
tions than the corruption of tho cor­ 
porations is due to their action; and 
evil, and not good, Is done by the hon­ 
est but misguided man who would p e r­ 
suade you that either fact is true. Our 
duty is to w ar with equal sternness 
a gainst 
the 
corrupt 
man 
of 
great 
wealth and the small man who makes 
a 
trade of corruption; 
our 
fight 
is 
against both the swindling corporation 
and the blackmailing or bribe-taking 
politician. 
We cannot afford to limit a earr\palgn 
against corruption to those who ha p ­ 
pen to have a certain social status. We 
need laws which shall put the corpora­ 
tion out of business, so far as concerns 
corrupting the servants of the public 
and betraying the rights of the public. 
I believe th at the great Issue now be­ 
fore the people Is the doing away with 
special privilege in all its forms; do­ 
ing away with the power of the big 
corporation to control legislation in its 
Interests and to Interfere In politics In 
order to secure privileges to which It 
is not entitled. 
But I regard the essen­ 
t i a l factor in this campaign as being 
an aroused civic conscience which will 
unsparingly 
condemn 
dishonesty 
in 
every form, and In every man, high or 
low. 
The reckless, would-be reformer, 
who, In speaking or writing, seeks to 
persuade us th at we need pay heed to 
corruption only when it shows Itself 
in the rich man, is doing as gre a t a 
moral wrong as the rich man whose 
low moral standard tends to lower tho 
moral standard of the. whole com m u­ 
nity. 
The people of this country will 
get justice from the corporations only 
if they both do justice to them and 
rigidly exact It from them. 
Vnless 
they do justice to rich men. they put 
a premium upon injustice and dishon­ 
esty among rich men. 
Let us hold 
them 
to 
the 
strictest 
accountability 
for any wrong-doing; but let us In­ 
sist upon honesty In our own rank J, no 
less than theirs; let us w ar on c ro o k ­ 
edness of every kind in the man of 
small means as well as the man of 
large means. 
Let us judge each man 
by his conduct, and not by his social 
or financial condition. 


KING 
IN QUEST OF A BHIDE 


Portugal's Youthful Ruler Has Search­ 
ed in Vain for Suitable Wife 
to Share Throne. 


Young King Manuel of Portugal Is 
looking for a suitable bride, but none 
of the m arriageable princesses of Eu­ 
rope seems to be over-anxious to share 
his somewhat unstable throne. 
His 
failure to secure a wife during his re­ 
cent tour is a source of great 
disap­ 
pointment not only to Manuel himself 
but to his advisers. 
Manuel Is not wealthy as m onarchs 
go. 
His civil list is just $1,000 a day, 
and it was hoped he would be able to 
make a match with a popular princess 
possessing large means 
In 
her 
own 
right. 
The father of one princess was 
strongly opposed to the alliance, not 
that he disliked the young Portuguese 
king, but because of the unsettled state 
of the country. 
Since the assassination of the late 
King Carlos and his eldest son, the 
condition of Portugal 
has 
not 
Im­ 
proved, and there are fears that be­ 
fore very long 
serious 
trouble 
will 
break out. 
A well-known Portuguese 
politician, In a letter to a 
prom inent 
Englishman, says that the people are 
intensely dissatisfied with the existing 
regime and the growing 
influence of 
the old clericalism at court, and if re­ 
forms are not quickly initiated and the 
members of the old camarilla dismissed 
a revolution may break out at any mo­ 
ment. 
There is, of course, the 
alternative 
of Manuel’s abdication and the succes­ 
sion of his uncle, the Infante Alfonso, 
duke of Oporto, a man of forty-five. 


Frequent Changes of Name. 
The political rechristening of streets 
in Paris is outdone by the case of the 
Island of Reunion, which changed its 
name four times in just over half a 
century. 
In 1793 it was Bourbon, as 
It had been for a century and a half, 
but the convention then changed it 
to Reunion. 
Under the empire 'it be­ 
came Ile Bonaparte, at the restora­ 
tion it reverted to Bourbon, and final­ 
ly, in 1848, it became Reunion once 
more. 
So the septuagenarian island­ 
ers of this last year could recall an 
unparalleled 
series 
of 
compulsory 
changes. 
They m ust have thought 
themselves lucky a few years later 
when the second empire 
refrained 
from Bonapartizing this island again.
